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Construction industry, 
East Central nail down 
building trades loan 


East Central Community Col- 
lege has become the first com- 
munity college in the state to 
benefit from a loan program 
which is intended to increase 
the number of students pursu- 
ing careers in the residential 
construction industry. 

The $30,000 interest-free loan 
provides a cash pool which 
ECCC will use to purchase 
building materials for the con- 
struction of a single-family 
home. Construction of the 
home allows students to get 
hand-on experience at building 
a one-family residential struc- 
ture, then after construction the 
school can sell the home and 
repay the loan. 

Funding then will be made 
available to build additional 
units under the same program 
guidelines. 

The loan is being sponsored 
by the Mississippi Home Cor- 
poration (MHC) and will be 
offered through a program 
called Building Experienced 
Tradesmen (BET). 
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“BET helps Mississippi 
homebuyers and renters,” said 
Ben’ Mokry, MHC manager of 
planning and research. “Missis- 
sippi’s workforce in construc- 
tion trades is aging as fewer 
young people enter these pro- 
fessions. Fewer skilled workers 
can increase labor costs and 
slow the pace of construction. 
BET can help increase the supp- 
ly of young trained craftsmen, 
helping moderate cost increases 
in housing and improve the 
quality of housing produced. 
This makes housing more 
affordable for first-time home- 
buyers and renters.” 

ECCC was the first commun- 
ity college recommended by the 
BET review team to receive a 
loan award as set forth in the 
BET proposal guidelines. The 
review team studied ECCC’s 
vocational education facilities 
and discussed the program 
with John Adcock, ECCC dis- 
trict director. Another element 
of the program is an opportuni-

Pearl River, Mississippi's first 
junior college dating to 1921, has 
415 wins, 191 losses and 23 ties fora 
70-percent success rate in 74 years 
of football. 

When you consider that East

The U.S. Department of Educa- 
ion has awarded the Choctaw 
Tribal School System a Federal 
srant of $235,785 10 operate a Pro- 
ressional Development Program on 
ihe Choetaw Indian Reservation. 
Slated to begin operation on 
January 1, 1996, the Choctaw Pro- 
fessional Development Program 
will serve twenty-five Choctaw par- 
ticipants per year as they prepare to 
become teachers in the Tribal 
Schools. The project is approved to 
operate for the next five years. 

Ofticals in Washington, D.C. 
called Choctaw’s proposal one of 
the best received in the round of 
fierce national competition. The 
Choctaw Tribal Schools will imple- 
ment \his new project in collabora- 
tion with East Central Community 
College and the Meridian Branch of 
Mississippi State University. 

Chief Phillip) Martin, who 
strongly supports and encourages 
education. among all tribal 
members, made these comments 
about the new project: ““We are 
pleased to accept this funding 
because now it will be possible for 
many of our Choctaw teacher 
assistants to have the opportunity to 
obtain a degree in teaching without 
loss of their jobs or employee 
benefits.
